Claims 1 and 11-15 have been canceled. 
The following new claims have been added. 

Claim 20. (New): A method for inhibiting the proliferation of mammalian retinal 
endothelial cells comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of 3-N- 
propylxanthine to the mammalian retinal endothelial cells, whereby the proliferation of 
the mammalian retinal endothelial cells is inhibited. 

Claim 21 . (New): The method of claim 20 wherein the 3-N-propylxanthine is 
administered in an amount ranging from about 1 microgram/kg to about 50 miligrams/kg. 

Claim 22. (New): The method of claim 20 wherein the 3-N-propylxanthine is 
administered in an amount ranging from about 1 microgram/kg to about 10 miligrams/kg. 

Claim 23. (New): The method of claim 20 wherein the 3-N-propylxanthine is 
administered by a method selected from the group consisting of orally, nasally, transdermal^, 
by bolus, intravenously, in eye drops, by inhalation, and by using micropumps. 
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Claim 24. (New): The method of claim 20 wherein the 3-N-propylxanthine is 
administered in eye drops. 

Claim 25. (New): The method of claim 20 wherein the mammal is a human.
